but Abel is still at large. 
Abel was serving out a term in the 
jail at Brownstown and had been made 
a trusty when he walked away. 
He 
was seen in Seymour afterwards and 
finally arrested. 
When he was being 
taken to the midnight train by two 
officers he escaped taking his hand­ 
cuffs with him. 
Some weeks after­ 
ward he was captured in Indianapolis 
and again lodged in jail. 
He made his escape again with other 
prisoners and has been keeping him­ 
self pretty shy since that time. 
He 
has been connected with so many sen­ 
sational escapades of late that his 
name arouses interest 
everywhere. 
Everyone knows him by reputation if 
not by sight and it is matter of specu­ 
lation as to wheu he will complete 
that jail sentence. 


TAFT’S INJUNCTIONS.

for they rest on the principle.s of 
fair dealing for all, of even-hand­ 
ed justice for all. 
They mark 
the judge who rendered them as 
standing for the rights of the 
whole people; as far as daylight 
is from darkness, so far Is such a 
jjtiflgo from the time-server, the 
truckler to the mob, or the cring­ 
ing tool of great, corrupt and cor­ 
rupting corporations.—President 
Roosevelt.

DRIFT. 
! 


Co-operation is in the air, tentativ e 
efforts after better social organism. 
The e xtre m e are too far apart. 
Co­ 
operation aims to bring about a larger 
degree of uniformity as well as unity 
and sympathy. Some of its adv ocates 
talk of it as something not far from 
communism, while as defined by oth­ 
ers it is a mildly reformed neighbor­ 
liness. 
It may cov er our industrial 
efforts, our productiv e energies, or 
our methods of holding and sharing 
what has been produced. 
The desirability of more co-opera­ 
tion in production is generally recog­ 
nized, and radical men are working 
out its problems in a noiseless way. 
In 
Austria co-operativ e 
banks are 
reported to be just the thing for 
the 
people; in England co-operativ e 
etores fit the public pulse; but in 
this country neither of these methods 
of working together has been marked­ 
ly successful. 
Our farm life always 
wag co-operativ e, in the days when 
our 
fathers built their 
houses and 
reaped their crops by united effort; 
and today there are large industries 
collateral to the farm, such as cheese- 
making, creameries and condensaries. 
The farm wife finds her knitting and 
her gew'ing carried ov er into factory 
life, but she 
finds her social 
life 
knitted together by rural telephones 
and 
free-deliv ery. 
Sound 
political 
economy insists on such a readjust­ 
m ent of our habits as the times re­ 
quire. 
Plainly we must co-operate 
much more intimately than when the 
whole 
population 
of 
the 
United 
States was under fifty millions. 
We 
are close 
to 
the 
hundred 
million 
mark, and in sight of an enormously 
Increased population, which must be 
gov erned by a social life more fra­ 
ternal than our own. 
Our cities do 
not foretoken the change, but sut>- 
urhanism does. 
We are reaching out 
tow’ard a more equally distributed 
people— a sort of univ ersal suburban 
garden life. 
This is the ideal toward 
wffiich we may fairly aim. 
The efforts to establish co-opera­ 
tiv e colonies hav e not. so far, found 
a happy welcome in this land. 
Non« 
of them hav e outlasted a dozen years, 
unless operated by foreigners on a 
religious basis. 
Our training has un­ 
fitted 
us for sufficient submission. 
Our education compels each boy to 
desire to he at the head. 
Why not 
be a good foot or a good heart? 
T hat Is not comprehensible by one 
who has graduated 
from a school 
based on competition, where honors 
go only to leaders. 
The co-operativ e 
colony of Mr. Booth is less objection­ 
able to American tastes. 
He pro­ 
poses to take out whole families from 
♦he herding of city life, and giv e 
them indiv idual and integral priv i­ 
leges in the country. 
One form of 
co-operation is so closely integrated 
with our civ ilization that it must al­ 
ways be accounted with—we mean 
th e 
family. 
Air* 
Booth 
recognizes 
this integer as essential in all large 
and broad efforts of a co-operativ e 
sort. 
■Co-operativ e home-making has had 
m any unfortunate illustrations. 
The 
dreams hav e not been few, but they 
hav e inv ariably failed of any large 
realization. 
It will be necessary to 
make 
American character 
entirely 
ov er before we shall yield the indi­ 
v idual family life. 
We hav e brought 
along with us, in our instincts, cer­ 
tain great historical summations, and 
one of these is that the family con- 
etitutes a unit by itself. 
The gov ern­ 
ing principle with Americans must 
continue to be a cautious adv ance 
along the whole line. 
In the broad­ 
est sense of the word we are intense­ 
ly indiv idualistic, both by heredity 
and by conditions. 
These conditions 
are always undergoing more or les« 
change, while heredity modifies it« 
determining course. Our public school 
» ystem and common road system and 
common post-office system were all 
degrees of socialism tolerable to our 
fathers, as they art* to us. 
Our 
schools, howev er, are only just now- 
becoming a national system. 
In the 
same way our roads are only at this 
moment becoming: a m atter of united 
interest and effort. 
Religious co-operation is naturally 
a part of the general drift. 
It is not 
because of spiritual decadence that 
we care less and less for our own 
organic form of religious life. 
To 
conv ert the world to our v iews of this 
life and of the life unseen hardly en­ 
ters a rational mind. 
It is one of 
the inconceiv ableg that our fathers 
should hav e put forth strenuous ef­ 
forts to lead all nations to one v iow'- 
point of God and eternity. 
To us 
this would seem as undesirable as 
imi>ossible. 
It would be far better

TH E YOUNG HORSE. 
The young horse, like the boy, m ust 
tiftv e training for good habits if he 
is to be of good serv ice in the future. 
A horseman, Mr. Charles McIntyre, 
talking on the subject of 
training 
young horses, says that a halter m ust 
be used when 
first handling them 
that thery can’t break, as it is hard 
ev er afterward to cure them of it. 
The 
proper 
tim e 
to 
begin 
halter 
breaking is when tne foal is a few 
days old, and 
only a good strong 
halter should be used. 
If the young­ 
ster succeeds in breaking the halter 
ev en a time or two when first hal­ 
tered, the habit will be formed and 
may last a lifetime. 
The breaking 
of halters and bridles soon becomes 
expensiv e. 
The halter breaking horse 
can nev er be left while hitched to a 
rig, and wffien not hitched to a rig, 
the owner nev er knows where he is 
to find the animal. 
By using a strong 
hftiter, one that can not be broken, 
no horse need ev er form this v ery 
disagreeable habit. 
The second thing which the young 
horse should nev er know Is that there 
is a load in the w’orld which he can 
not pull. 
Balkers are made, not born, 
and ov erloading at first is almost sure 
to make a balker of a horse. 
Thi3 
habit, like halter breaking, is hard 
to remedy; and ev ery one owning a 
balky horse know’s the disadv antages 
connected with it. 
Too much care 
can not be taken to nev er ov erload 
a young horse. 
Nev er load at first 
heav ier than the horse w'ith which 
the youngster 
is hitched can pull, 
and this horse should always be a 
Tellable 
puller. 
Young 
horses, 
1 
think, should be broken double be­ 
fore being hitched singly. 
A fter a 
horse is 
thoroughly broken 
double 
there is seldom any trouble to break 
him to driv e singly. All young horses 
should be broken to driv e single, as 
this is a m arket requirement. 
To let the young horse know’ what 
is wanted of him Is absolutely neces­ 
sary. 
When this is once known the 
youngster will usually fulfill the re­ 
quirements. 
A fter the young horse 
is thoroughly halter-broken the har­ 
ness should be p ut upon him and he 
driv en around four or six times a 
day for two or three days before 
being hitched, 
with a good, 
lev el­ 
headed, fast-walking horse, one that 
can start quickly and 
go 
fast 
if 
necessary.—Indiana Farmer.

Since the death of Stephen 
Girard this estate has been most care­ 
fully nurtured until the p resent time. 
Only a comparativ ely small portion 
of the income deriv ed from the real 
estate, stocks and bonds is required 
for the maintenance of Girard Col­ 
lege, so that in years to come as the 
surplus accumulates the Board 
of 
City Trusts, 
which has the sup er­ 
v ision of the estate, will gradually 
reliev e the city authorities of certain 
municipal expenditures, such as light­ 
ing the condemnation of properties 
in the old section of the city for the 
purpose of widening imp ortant thor­ 
oughfares. 
The annual report of the Board of 
City Trusts 
places an approximate 
v alue of $14.846.650 on the real es­ 
tate in the city, but a conserv ativ e 
selling v alue would be in the neigh­ 
borhood of $25.000,000. 
In addition to 
this the estate owns eighteen thou­ 
sand acres of coal lands in Schuyl­ 
kill and Columbia counties. 
The es­ 
tate is also well supplied with gilt 
j 
edged securities in the shape of first 
mortgages on real estate and bonds, 
of v arious large cities in the state, 
which are appraised at 
$7.606,500. 
The total v alue of the estate’s hold­ 
ings of all kinds is placed at $24.* 
467,770, with a probable actual v alue 
%f about $40,000,000 
During the year 19 07 the receipts

“Hogging off corn" may be p rac­ 
ticed with profit on many farms. 
Pork was produced with less grain 
by hogging corn than by feeding ear 
or snapped corn in yards. 
Hogs fed in the field gained near­ 
ly one-third more rapidly than those 
in yards. 
The cost 
of fencing corn 
fields 
may he from $1 to $2.50 less per 
acre than the cost of husking the 
corn. 
Good p astures are in most cases 
necessary for the economical produc­ 
tion of pork. 
To hav e good hog pastures and to 
hog off corn economically, a careful­ 
ly worked out plan with economy of 
labor and fencing is essential. 
A four year rotation, grain, clov er, 
corn and corn, works v ery satisfac­ 
tory on small fields for hogs, as it 
giv es twice as mu li corn as p asture, 
which Is about the pioportion used.

Paris, Oct. 6.—France has essay ed 
the role of m ediator with the object of 
preventing w ar between Turk ey and 
Bulgaria, and as a result of Foreign 
Minister Pichon’s series of conferences 
with the representatives of the pow 
ers, including M. Iswolsky , the Russian 
foreign m inister, Naoum Pasha, the 
Turkish am bassador to France, the 
Austro-Hungarian, 
the 
British, 
the 
American and the Italian ambassadors, 
and of active ex changes which have 
I been going on between the various 
cabinets, it was announced today that 
; France, G reat Britain, Russia and pos 
sibly Italy were prepared to act in uni 
son to preserve peace and to call a 
conference of the signatories of the 
Berlin treaty to deal diplomatically 
with the situation that has arisen be 
tween Turk ey and Bulgaria and to bar 
monize conflicting interests so that 
fresli complications may he avoided. 
Already certain tentative proposi­ 
tions as a basis for such conference 
have been forwarded to Constantino­ 
ple, and if the porte’s assent can be 
secured it is regarded as certain that 
peace will he maintained, 
Tnc nil rare 
of these propositions has not been dis­ 
closed, but it is understood that they 
Involve the recognition of Bulgaria’s 
Independence as a “fait accompli.’' 
The danger of war is believed to lie 
in precipitate action at Constantinople. 
Forced by the “Young Turk s’’ party , 
which may fear a blow at its prestige 
if it acq uiesces in the loss of Bulgaria, 
and by the m ilitary party , which wants 
to restore the old order of things, it is 
feared that Turk ey , although ill pre­ 
pared. both from a financial and mili­ 
tary standpoint, may proclaim war. 
Should this be the case, the efforts of 
the powers will then be directed to 
limiting the w ar to Bulgaria and T ur­ 
key . 
According 
to information received 
here, Bulgaria would welcome war, as 
the Bulgarians are convinced that their 
army could march straight to Con- j 
stantinople before the Turkish forces 
could he mobilized. 
The French gov­ 
ernment’s communiq ue issued today , 
say s: 
“It is certain that France, Russia, j 
Great Britain and Italy will do their j 
utmost to m aintain jx -ace in the East, j 
but it seems difficult at the present 
moment to judge what means will best 
attain this end. 
All depends on what j 
will happen a t Constantinople, and 
events which will now rapidly ensue 1 
might very shortly place the powers in 
the presence of ‘fait accompli’ and 
completely modify the aspect of af 
fairs. 
“The idea of an international con­ 
ference charg* d with the duty of de­ 
ciding on a revision of the treaty of 
Berlin, would seem to he put forward 
with a certain persistence in certain 
political circles. However, the disposi­ 
tion of Turk ey in that respect m ust be 
first ascertained. 
If Turkey is favora­ 
bly inclined to this, it is believed that 
the powers can easily reach an agree­ 
ment on the principle of a conference, 
the initiative for which France, Great 
Britain and Russia will take. 
But 
these are only hy pothesis which for 
the present m ust be regard'd with re­ 
serve.1” 
The view is now 
held here that 
there has been a double» move cn the 
part of Bulgaria and Austria-Hungary , 
these two countries acting together, 
and that Germ any and Italy were ad­ 
vised of it in advance.

Great Britain has 
served notice that it does not recog­ 
nize the right of any of the parties to 
this treaty to violate its provisions 
without consulting the others, but dip- 
lomates know that the conference will 
resolve itself into a scramble among 
the powers to ge t w hat is termed in 
European politics “compensating ad­ 
vantages.” which Austria, backed by 
Germany , has already obtained.

old 
Roman wedding ring w as 
usually of iron, symbolical of the en­ 
during bond, which perhaps explains 
the supposition 
of 
some 
authorities 
tha t it, in olden times, indicated the 
submission of the wearer, as did the 
iron 
ring 
worn 
about the neck and 
ank le. 
T here are 
many 
tales, 
romantic, 
quaint and amusing, associated with 
m arriage rings of all nations and all 
ages. 
Those 
Interchanged 
between 
M artin L uther and C atherine Ton Bora 
were of silver, with a figure of ChriHt 
upon the cross. 
Among Hebrews the wedding ring is 
som etim es ornamented by an elaborate­ 
ly carved temple fixed on a hinge, and 
when opened <ysoloses a tiny represen­ 
tation of the Ark of the Covenant. 
Very interesting, too, is the lore of 
the 
engagement 
ring, now generally 
worn a fte r m arriage on the third fin 
ger of the left hand as a guard to the 
plain golden wedding ring of modern 
preference. 
A pretty fancy, not common, though 
not ne w , is to have this ring set with 
stones, the initial letters of which will 
spell the name of the w earer or the 
giver. 
The k eeper given to our pres­ 
ent Queen by the then Prince of Wales 
on their m arriage 
Ip set w ith precious 
stones, the initials of 
the 
names 
of 
which stand for the royal husband's 
pet fam ily cognomen. “B ertie”—a beryl, 
em erald, ruby, turquoise. Jacinth and 
an em erald again. 
The custom of giving m ottoes to en­ 
gagem ent rings possibly originated with 
the Romans. 
“Good luck to you” is Ro­ 
man, and perhaps “Love me, and I will 
love you,” is Roman also. 
The trite, 
“W hen 
this 
you see. rem ember me.” 
tha t m ay l>e found In the autograph al­ 
bums of almost every school girl, was 
used for this sort of motto more than 
200 years ago, and is declared to have 
been not original even then. 
H ie modern engagement ring must 
be of gold, of any shape except tha t of 
the wedding circlet, and m ay Is* got 
with any stone other than an opal or 
em erald, the opal being regarded as un­ 
luck y, a nd the emerald not favored for 
some 
lik e 
superstitious fancy. 
W hy 
pearls— the 
emblem 
of 
tears— have 
never thus been tabooed rem ains to he 
explained. 
A few years since fashion 
attem pted to bring into use for be­ 
trothal eielets these interdicted gems, 
but w ith small success. 
Among 
the 
ancients all rings had 
some significance. 
In Greece and Rome 
only freem en were allowed 
to 
w ear 
them ; and ns the more w ealthy had a 
different one for each season, it may he 
Inferred tha t there w as some fanciful 
m eaning attached to each month and 
each finger, and that from them came 
the pretty, whimsical idea of a later 
century tha t there is a certain gem that 
has 
an 
auspicious 
association 
with 
each m onth of the year, and that to 
bring good luck or avert evil one ought 
to w ear tha t which represents the birth 
months.

F aith healing as a function in tin- 
sick room, he said, was strongly in 
evidence, and there was a tendency to 
apply literally the text of St. James,

“ In such m atters,” the bishop said, 
“the guidance of the medical profes­ 
sion 
should be sought. 
I. with Sh 
Oliver Lodge, believe ns little in fh-* 
efficacy of prayer without drugs as in 
drugs w ithout prayer.

combination of faith and work s and an 
intimacy of the physical and the psy­ 
chical.”

tween Russia and Turkey signed at 
San Stefano earlier in the year, estab­ 
lished Bulgaria as an autonomous trib­ 
utary principality under the sultan’s 
suzerainty with a Christian govern­ 
ment and national militia. The Prince 
of Bulgaria was to be freely chosen by 
the population and confirmed by the 
porte, with the assent of the signatory 
powers. 
A provisional administration 
under a Russian commissioner until 
the organic law was completed, to hist 
not exceeding nine months, was pro­ 
vided for. 
The organic law of ISfiS, 
with equitable modifications, the sul­ 
tan of Turkey undertook to apply to 
the Island of Crete, and to introduce 
similar laws, except as regards ex­ 
emption from taxation, in other parts 
of Turkey in Europe for vvhi :h the 
Berlin treaty provided no special or­ 
ganization. 
Bosnia «and Herzegovina, as before 
sta/ed. were to be occupied oy Aust ri a- 
Hungary except the Sand ink of Novi 
Bozar, between Servia and Montene­ 
gro. where the Ottoman administration 
was to continue according to ’ he wish 
of Austria. 
Montenegro was recog­ 
nized by Turkey and all ‘ h * contract­ 
ing powers as a » —independent state 
Set via was recognized as indnpe»’dent 
with

considerably 
en­ 
larged. 
Commercially, 
American 
interests 
in the Balkan states affected by re­ 
cent developments In that section of 
the world are not very important, and 
it matters little what their political 
affiliations or conditions may be, so 
long as American inti rests are on an 
equality as affecting trade and the 
rights of its citizens, with those of 
European countries. 
Imports from 
and exports to Bulgaria for the last 
year for which statistics are avail- 
ble, practically balanced, amounting in 
each ease to about $ 280,000. 
Bosnia 
and Hezegovina send sheep and goat 
skins in large quantities to Great Brit­ 
tain and the United States. 
In diplo­ 
matic matters it probably would be 
more satisfactory to the I niteii States 
to deal directly with Bulgaria as an 
independent 
sovereignty 
instead 
of 
through the medium of Turkey, as 
now. 
The case of Miss Ellen Stone, 
the American missionary who several 
years ago was captured by Bulgarian 
brigands and held for ransom, is an 
instance in point. 
There were long 
and tedious delays in securing her re­ 
lease which it is believed could have 
been avoided had the United States 
been able to deal with Bulgaria at 
first band. 
The whole situation is a 
very interesting one in the view’ of tle> 
officials, but. lit is no concern of this 
country, according to statements made 
at the state department, and no mem­ 
orandum on the subject has been trans­ 
mitted to this government. 
In diplo­ 
matic circles, however, the Balkan sit­ 
uation is tin one topic of discussion. 
As one official said, it portends serious 
eventualities should war result, but yet 
It may be cleared up in very she -t or­ 
der through tactful diplomatic efforts. 
By 
some 
administration 
officials 
whose opinions are worth considering 
because of their familiarity with world 
politics, the fear is that war will most 
likely follow, as the Turks will be in­ 
clined to tight and are ready to put a 
large force in tin* field. 
While the 
American government has no direct 
important interest at stake, it would 
view with regret a war between the 
Arntending count rit s.
